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History Must Not Repeat 


With a firm determination to preserve 
the peace, Prime Minister Clement Attlee 
arrives in the United States for) conversa- 
tions with President Truman. 

The world can only hope that the peace 
he wishes to preserve is not that futile and 
dangerous kind called “peace at any price.” 

Peace is cne of the great objectives of 
mankind. Everybody hopes for it. Every- 
body prays for it. 

But true peace is not living on the edge 
of a precipice from year to year, True 
peace cennot include giving away one’s 
self-respect without which there can be no 
peace. 

True peace was never the fruit of ap- 
peasement, never in human history. 

So it is with great perturbation that 
observers find a parallel, in some respects, 
between the hurried trip of Mr. Attlee to 
Washington in 1950 and the hurried trip 
of Neville Chamberlain to Munich in 
September 1938. 

One does not fear that the shrewd Mr. 
Attlee will commit a piece of folly either 


as high-minded or as monumental as that 
perpetrated by the bumbling Mr. Cham- 
berlain. 

Nevertheless, there is a sinister like- 
ness between Chamberlain giving away 
Sudetenland to Hitler to postpone war and 
Attlee intent on appeasing Red China for 
the same purpose. 

We must not use the atom bomb, says 
Mr. Attlee. We must not declare war 
against China, We must not irritate Russia 
into making any aggressive move. 

No one wants to do any of these things. 

But how far can we allow the Russian 
satellites to go? 

If there must be war, is there any sense 
in postponing it while Russia piles up 
greater atomic power? 

It is not admitted that there must be 
war, 

But in Russia there is the will to war. 
And there is no surer way to promote and 
precipitate it than by creating the notion 
in Russia’s mind, through a series of ap- 
peasements, that we are either afraid to 
fight or incapable of fighting.

As I have said more than once, 
most newspapers and newspaper- 
men are zeilously eager to co 
operate with and to aupport the 
Church. 

Newspapers constantly go out 
of their way to give Church 
news preference and every pos- 
sible play. 

They do their best te keep the 
news clean and whoiesome, with- 
in the limitations imposed by the 
fact that if evil things occur, 
those evil things must be report- 
ed, just as the betrayal by Judas 
Iscariot and the plotting of Herod 
are indispensible parts of the 
Gospel story. P

Editor, Bulletin—Many sincere 
people are protesting the ban- 
ning from our newsstands of il- 
lustrated magazines featuring 
lewd, suggestive photographs. 
Suggestive of what? Suggestive 
of the unnatural vice of impurity. 
It is strange how this ugly word 
has disappeared from our vocab- 
ulary. The habit it describes is 
now called “free love” or some 
such semi-respectable name, But 
this is beside the point. 

The main objection to the ban 
seems to be that it violates our 
civil liberties or that, at least 
these publications cannot harm 
the minds of those who are either 
low enough or mature enough to 
read them. But these two objec- 
tionr evade the issue completely, 
The ban in Quebec is not based 
en whether or not the reader will 
be harmed by filthy literature. 

One of the Ten Commandments 
says “Thou shall; not commit 
adultery,” and when this com- 
mandment was given to the 
world, “adultery” included more 
than illicit relations between mar- 
tied people other than husband 
and wife. It included any attack 
on the virtue of purity and any- 
thing which would contaminate 
the purity of others and conse- 
quently influence them to com- 
mit sin against God. 

No government can permit its 
subjects willingly to insult God's 
will by publishing pictures and 
stories that mock the virtue of 
purity and that may lead many 
into a life of misery (physical as 
well as moral), Doctors all agree 
that promiscuous and unbridled 
indulgence is one of the most 
dangerous threats of our day. 

It is the duty of any govern- 
ment, municipal, provincial or 
federal, to prohibit any activity 
that runs counter to God's ex- 
pressed will. I am eure that if 
the well-intentioned people who, 
until now, favored a repeal of the 
ban will think it over in this 
light—and from God's viewpoint 
—they will agree that the ban is 
@ progressive step. The wearing 
of shorts and some sun-suits, I 
am afraid, comes under the same 
heading. 

If purity is a virtue, if God 
has the right to require from us 
a way of life that is opposite to 
what some people advocate, then 
it is not surprising that the 
world is being scourged with a 
plague of wars and social unrest 
on all sides. Praying to God and 
asking Him to remove the threat 
of war is a good thing, but it Is 
not enough. We must also, each 
one of us, live according to the 
rules laid down by God, 

It is true that, if the people of 
our nation do not heed the many 
warnings that are becoming in- 
creasingly plain, the Innocent as 
well as the guilty will suffer. But 
to the innocent God will give the 
strength they need to bear their 
burdens. The gullty will feel the 
chill fingers of remorse and 
despair, and most of us, at some 
time or other in our not-so-spot- 
less lives, have been through the 
nightmare of that experience, 
Unfortunately for us we forget 
too easily.

Ultra Violet 
Lamp Helps 


There is another possibility for 
the person who believes his or her 
health will be better with “sun- 


shine.” This Is the use of the 
ultra violet lamp, sometimes 
called sun lamp. These lamps 


provide rays which are muci ike 
those of the sun. 


*. 


The effect of the rays from an 
ultra violet lamp on the normal 
skin is much like that of the sun. 
If the skin is exposed too long to 
these rays it will redden and burn. 
If small, gradually increasing ex- 
posures are taken the skin will 
usually tan, And ultra violet raya 
will cause the skin to make Vita- 
min D, 

Some precautions must be used 
with an ultra violet lamp. The 
rays are powerful and can dam- 
age the eyes seriously unless 
these important organs are care- 
fully protected. Uncomfortable 
and even dangerous burns of the 
skin have developed from too 
long exposure. 

Also, although ultra violet light 
helps some skin diseases, it is 
harmful for others. should not 
be used by some one suffering 
from a skin disease unless it is 
specifically advised by a phy- 
sician, 


Be Careful 
Of Lamp 


Not all ultra violet lamps on 
the market are considered to be 
equally satisfactory. A list of ac- 
ceptable lamps has, however, 
been prepared by the Council on 
Physical Medicine of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, 535 
North Dearborn Street, Chicago 
10 

The use of an ultra violet lamp 
may not do everything that the 
sun does nor is it as much fun as 
a winter vacation at the beach— 
but it provides some health-giving 
benefits at a low cost.

James Dickens 
of Glasgow: 
Dear Sir: 

A country 
that engages in 
war, rightly or 
wrongly, is like 
a ship that has sa 
struck a break- ) 
er and is leak- wnlPes 
ing. The order must be “All 
hands to the pumps,” no matter 
how faulty or wicked the navigat- 
ors may have been, You and your 
family and your neighbors must 
shoot or be shot, Pacifists must 
do all they can to prevent war; 
but if it nevertheless breaks out 
it is too late to do anything but 
fight. 

In 1914 Conscientious Objectors 
who would not fight on any 
terms were persecuted ruthlessly; 
but those who declared them- 
selves quite ready to fight for 
any cause they considered just, 
got off easily. 

You must judge for yourself; 
nobody can advise you to be a 
Conchy, G. Bernard Shaw. 

James Dickens was too good a 
student of Shaw's works to let 
that answer pass.

Shaw would have put Capital- 
ism as Number 1 on the list. I 
would put Nationalism—and think 
we will always have wars as long 
as there is no law above the na- 
tions, 


Austria Gets Steel Mill 
As Present From U.S. 


By WELLINGTON LONG 

A $7,380,000 steel blooming mill, 
gift of the American people, has 
gone into operation, making the 
huge state-owned steel works at 
Donawitz, Austria, one of the 
most modern in Europe. 

The mill will furnish 60 per 
cent of Austria's crude steel. It 
replaced one built in 1885, in 
which workers turned out the 
steel strips, heated to 2,200-de- 
grees Fahrenheit, with six-foot 
poles. 

The old blooming mill was 
scrapped in 1942, when the works 
installed a modern one, When the 
Russians dismantled the latter as 
war booty in 1945, engineers dug 
into the scrap pile and painstak- 
ingly put the rusted old mill to- 
gether again. 

The new blooming mill, manu- 
factured by the Morgan Engineer- 
ing Co., of Alliance, Ohio, and by 
International General Electric 
Company and Hydro Press, Inc., 
of New York City, can handle up 
to 75,000 tons of steel a month. 


Not Enough 
Steel Ahead 


There is not enough steel in 
Austria now to keep the new mill 
running at capacity, However, of- 
ficials of the nationalized Alpine- 
Mountain Steel Works hope that 
in three or four years, Austria 
will be turning out more than 
1,000,000 tons of steel annually, 
double the present rate. 

The maximum the old mill 
could process was 40,000 tons 
monthly. 

This Alpine Mountain plant in 
the lovely Mur valley employs 
5411 men. Iron ore and steel 
acrap are converted in the plant's 
blast furnaces into  four-ton 
blocks of crude steel.
